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MAJOR  FINDINGS 


•  Women  constituted  22%  of  total  client 
admissions  to  publicly  funded  substance  abuse 
treatment. 

•  Three  out  of  five  women  (60%)  had  children  and 
one-third  (34%)  were  not  living  with  those 
children. 

•  About  one-third  (35%)  had  less  than  a  high 
school  education. 

•  Over  two-thirds  (69%)  of  women  were  unemployed 
and  one-third  (32%)  had  an  annual  income  of 
less  than  $1000. 

•  Public  assistance  was  received  by  3  5%  of 
women,  and  4  0%  did  not  have  any  health 
insurance. 

•  Nearly  two-thirds  (62%)  of  women  reported 
alcohol  use,  and  one-third  (31%)  reported 
cocaine  use  in  the  month  prior  to  admission. 

•  Half  (50%)  completed  their  treatment  programs. 

•  Pregnant  women  accounted  for  179  (.8)  of  the 
21,074  admissions  of  women  to  treatment.  Not 
all  pregnant  women  were  identified  as  pregnant 
in  the  data  base. 

•  Almost  all  (94%)  pregnant  women  admitted  to 
treatment  were  unemployed  and  75%  were 
receiving  public  assistance. 

•  Nearly  two-thirds  (60%)  of  pregnant  women  used 
cocaine  and  over  half  (55%)  used  heroin  in  the 
month  prior  to  admission. 


A  PROFILE  OF  WOMEN  ADMITTED  TO  SUBSTANCE  ABUSE 
TREATMENT   IN  FY  '89 


This  report  profiles  women  admitted  to  publicly  funded 
substance  abuse  treatment  during  FY  89.     The  data  were  gathered 
from  the  Division  of  Substance  Abuse  Services*  MIS  database,  and 
are  summarized  in  Tables  one  through  five.     Characteristics  of 
men  and  women  are  compared,   as  well  as  treatment  and  discharge 
information.     Women  are  compared  across  five  treatment 
modalities:     detoxification,   outpatient,   methadone,  recovery 
home,   and  therapeutic  communities.     Pregnant  women  admitted  to 
substance  abuse  treatment  are  also  discussed. 


CLIENT  CHARACTERISTICS 


Women  constituted  22%    (21,074  out  of  97,498)   of  total  client 
admissions   (Table  1) .  Outpatient  programs  were  utilized  by  one- 
third   (36%)   of  women,   and  detoxification  programs  by  one-quarter 
(26%)   of  women.     Three  quarters   (77%)   were  white,    15%  were  black 
and  5%  were  Hispanic.   Forty-two  percent  were  between  the  ages  of 
19-29,   and  one-third  were  between  the  ages  of  30-39.     The  mean 
age  was  31  years.     One-third   (35%)   had  less  than  a  high  school 
degree  and  one-fifth   (22%)   had  more  than  a  high  school  degree. 


More  than  half   (54%)   of  women  had  never  been  married  and  29% 
were  divorced/separated.     Although  60%  had  children,   55%  of  those 
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were  not  living  with  their  children  (Figure  1).     Two-thirds  (69%) 
were  unemployed,  and  one-third  (32%)  had  an  annual  income  of  less 
than  $1000.     Public  assistance  was    received  by  over  one-third 
(35%)  of  women.     Forty  percent  had  no  health  insurance. 

Two-thirds   (62%)   of  the  women  reported  alcohol  use  and  one- 
third  (31%)   reported  cocaine  use  in  the    month  prior  to  admission 
(Figure  2).     Over  31%  were  self-referred  for  treatment  (Table  2). 
Half  (50%)   of  the  women  completed  treatment,  while  one-third 
(32%)  dropped  out.     Three  out  of  five  (61%)  were  not  referred  for 
additional  substance  abuse  treatment  services. 


Women  differed 
from  men  on  a  number  of 
demographic  variables. 
Women  were  more  likely 
to  live  with  their 
children,  to  receive 
public  assistance  and 
to  have  health 
insurance.     They  were 
somewhat  more  likely  to 
be  black,  to  be  younger  and  to  be  separated/divorced.  Conversely, 
they  were  less  likely  to  be  working.  Those  working  were  less 
likely  to  be  earning  an  annual  income  above  $15,000.

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In  addition,   proportionally  more  women  were  admitted  to 
outpatient  and  methadone  programs  than  men.     Women  were  also  more 
likely  to  drop  out  of  treatment  or  to  abuse  crack/cocaine, 
somewhat  more  likely  to  use  I.V.  needles  and  less  likely  to  be 
referred  by  the  criminal  justice  system  or  to  abuse  alcohol  than 
men . 

COMPARISON  BY  MODALITY

A  profile  of  women  in  this  modality   (N=5,577)  indicates 

that  three  quarters   (75%)   of  women  treated  at  detoxification 

programs  were  white,   and  41%  were  between  the  ages  of  19-29

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Eighty-one  percent  of  women  admitted  to  detoxification  programs 
were  not  employed  (Figure  3)   and  more  than  half  (54%)   had  no 
health  insurance.     Forty-one  percent  had  an  annual  income  of  less 
than  $1000.     Over  half  of  the  women  (57%)  were  self-referred  for 
treatment  (Table  4) .     Most  (82%)   indicated    alcohol  use  in  the 
past  month,  and  almost  half  (47%)   indicated  cocaine/crack  use. 
The  highest  completion  rates  (65%)   and  the  lowest  dropout  rates 
(28%)   occurred  among  women  treated  at  detoxification  programs. 
Over  half  (54%)   of  women  were  referred  at  discharge  to  other 
services . 

Outpatient 

The  women  treated  at  outpatient  centers  (N=10/13  6)  were 
primarily  white  (81%) ,  and  between  the  ages  of  19-29   (43%) . 
Their  mean  age  was  31 
years.     Women  of  color 
(29%)  were  least  likely 
to  be  represented  in 
this  modality.

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one-fifth   (20%)   made  less  than  $1000.     About  one-third   (30%)  had 
no  health  insurance.     Fifty-seven  percent  reported  alcohol  use  in 
the  past  month;  41%  completed  treatment;  and  38%  dropped  out. 
Four  out  of  five  women  (80%)   were  not  referred  elsewhere  at 
discharge . 

Methadone 

Two-thirds   (69%)   of  the  women  treated  at  methadone  programs 
(N=l,270)   were  white.     Hispanic  women   (10%)   were  more  likely  to 
be  represented  in  this  modality.     Half  of  the  women   (50%)  were 
between  the  ages  of  30-39  years,  with  a  mean  age  of  31  years. 
Over  one-third   (39%)   had  less  than  a  high  school  education.  Half 
(51%)   had  never  been  married,   and  three-quarters   (74%)  had 
children.     Four-fifths   (82%)   of  the  women  treated  at  methadone 
programs  were  unemployed  and  59%  received  public  assistance. 
One-quarter  (23%)   had  an  annual  income  of  less  than  $1000.  One- 
third  had  no  health  insurance,   and  59%  referred  themselves  for 
treatment.     Almost  all   (94%)   reported  heroin  use  and  84%  I.V. 
needle  use  prior  to  admission.     At  discharge  three-quarters  (72%) 
were  not  referred  elsewhere. 

Therapeutic  Communities 

Black  women  represented  30%  of  the  admissions  to  therapeutic 
communities   (N=401)   and  7%  were  Hispanic.     Fifty-seven  percent 
were  between  the  ages  of  19-29  years,   and  their  mean  age  was  27 
years.     Thirty-seven  percent  had  less  than  a  high  school  degree. 
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Over  two-thirds   (69%)   of  the  women  treated  at  therapeutic 
communities  had  never  been  married,  and  64%  had  children.  Most 
(94%)  were  unemployed,  while  54%  had  no  health  insurance.  Almost 
two-thirds   (59%)   had  an  annual  income  of  less  than  $1000.  Of 
women  admitted  to  therapeutic  communities,   57%  reported  cocaine 
use  in  the  past  month,  while  half  (49%)   alcohol  use.  Two-thirds 
(63%)  dropped  out  of  treatment,  and  47%  were  referred  elsewhere 
at  discharge. 

Recovery  Homes 

Among  women  treated  at  recovery  homes  (N=879) ,  three- 
quarters  (73%)  were  white,  and  more  than  half  (53%)  were  between 
the  ages  of  19-29  years.     Their  mean  age  was  29  years.  About 
one-third  (35%)   had  less  than  a  high  school  education.  Three- 
fifths   (60%)   had  never  been  married,  and  60%  had  children. 
Almost  all   (92%)  women  treated  at  recovery  homes  were  not 
employed.     Over  one-third  (38%)  made  less  than  $1000  annually  and 
4  3%  had  no  health  insurance.     Almost  three-quarters  (71%)  were 
referred  from  a  treatment  program,  and  61%  indicated  alcohol  use 
in  the  past  month.  Half  (51%)   reported  cocaine  use.  Forty 
percent  completed  treatment,  while  29%  dropped  out.     More  than 
half  (54%)  were  referred  at  discharge  for  substance  abuse 
treatment. 


SERVICE  UTILIZATION   BY  RACE/ETHNIC  GROUP 


The  previous  section  analyzed  women's  utilization  of 
treatment  by  modality.   In  this  section,  women's  utilization  of 
treatment  is  analyzed  by  race.     Proportionally  more  black  women 
used  detoxification  programs   (38%)   than  women  of  other 
ancesteries   (Table  5).       More  Hispanic   (14%)   and  "other"  women  of 
color  (18%)   were  admitted  to  methadone  programs  than  black  or 
white  women   (8%  each).     Hispanic  women  were  also  more  likely  to 
use  outpatient  counseling   (45%)   than  all  other  women.  White 
women  were  far  more  likely  to  be  admitted  to  drunk  driving 
programs   (18.7%)   than  all  other  women  of  color.     More  black  (11%) 
and  Hispanic   (13%)   women  were  admitted  to  residential  treatment 
than  all  other  women  of  color. 


PREGNANT  WOMEN 


The  women1  admitted  to  substance  abuse  treatment  during  FY 
'89  included  179  identified  as  pregnant   (Table  6).  One-quarter 
(27%)   were  admitted  to  outpatient  facilities,   and  one-quarter 
(27%)   to  methadone  programs.     Almost  half   (46%)   were  white,  38% 
were  black  and  13%  were  Hispanic.     Nearly  two-thirds   (63%)  were 
between  the  ages  of  19-29  years.     The  mean  age  was  27  years. 


Women  who  indicated  "pregnant"  for  the  data  element  "client 
type".  Only  one  client  type  is  allowed;  thus,  this  number  may  be 
an  underestimate  of  pregnant  clients  served  in  state  funded 
substance  abuse  treatment. 
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Half  of  the  women  (50%)   had  less  than  a  high  school  education  and 
two-thirds  (68%)  had  never  been  married.     Almost  all   (94%)  were 
unemployed  and  two-thirds  (64%)  had  an  annual  income  of  $1000  to 
$7499.     Three-fourths   (75%)   received  public  assistance,   and  one- 
fifth  (22%)  had  no  health  insurance  coverage.     Two-fifths  (39%) 
used  alcohol  in  the  30  days  prior  to  admission,     half  (55%)  used 
heroin;  almost  two-thirds  (60%)  used  cocaine;  and  41%  used  IV 
needles.     The  most  used  drug  in  the  30  days  prior  to  admission 
was  cocaine  (60%)   followed  by  heroin  (55%)   and  alcohol   (39%) . 


DISCUSSION 


This  report  profiles  women  who  sought  substance  abuse 
services  in  FY   '89.     Most  women  were  white,  and  many  were  between 
the  ages  of  19-29  years.     Therapeutic  communities  admitted  the 
highest  percent  of  minority  women  (39%)   and  outpatient  the  lowest 
percent  (19%) .     Methadone  programs  attracted  slightly  older 
women.  Fifty  percent  were  between  the  ages  of  30-39  years.  Many 
women  had  never  been  married,  but  many  also  had  children.  Around 
one-third  of  women  in  each  modality  had  less  than  a  high  school 
education.     Outpatient  programs  had  the  lowest  unemployment  rate 
(55%) ,  and  most  evenly  distributed  income  categories,  with  2  3% 
making  $15,000  or  more.     Over  half  of  women  in  detoxification 
programs  and  therapeutic  communities  had  no  health  insurance  (54% 
each) . 


The  majority  of  women  in  detoxification  programs   (82%) , 
outpatient  programs   (57%),   and  recovery  homes   (61%)  reported 
using  alcohol  in  the  past  30  days  with  cocaine  the  second  most 
reported  drug  in  all  modalities  but  methadone.     Cocaine  use  in 
the  past  month  was  reported  by  57%  of  the  women  treated  in 
therapeutic  communities.   Detoxification  had  the  highest 
completion  rate  (65%). 

Women  had  an  overall  completion  rate  of  50%  whereas  men  had 
an  overall  completion  rate  of  62%.     Modifications  in  program 
delivery  may  both  increase  the  completion  rates  of  men  and  women 
and  decrease  the  difference.       IV  needle  use  among  these  women  is 
cause  for  particular  concern.     A  greater  proportion  of  women 
(17%)   than  men   (12%)     used  IV  needles.     Forty-one  percent  of  the 
pregnant  addicts,   20%  of  detoxification  clients,   over  one-fourth 
(27%)   of  therapeutic  community  clients  and  most   (84%)   of  the 
methadone  clients  used  IV  needles  in  the  month  prior  to 
treatment.       High  dropout  and  noncompliance  rates  of  women 
admitted  to  methadone  programs  and  therapeutic  communities  where 
the  percentage  of  needle  users  is  greatest  suggests  intensified 
follow-up  measures  are  needed. 

In  conclusion,   many  women  in  substance  abuse  treatment  face 
obstacles  not  met  by  men,   such  as  the  need  for  child-care. 
Service  providers  may  need  to  tailor  traditional  substance  abuse 
services  to  meet  the  unique  requirements  of  women  with  children. 
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Successful  completion  of  substance  abuse  treatment  may  hinge  on  a 
client's  ability  to  meet  other  equally  pressing  needs.  Treatment 
modalities  should  facilitate  the  meeting  of  these  needs  by 
providing  appropriate  referrals  for  these  services  when 
necessary.     The  adoption  of  more  female  oriented  treatment  models 
may  be  an  option  worth  exploring,  as  the  number  of  women  entering 
substance  abuse  treatment  increases.       Finally,  qualitative 
analyses  conducted  on  women  who  drop  out  of  treatment  programs 
may  detect  areas  where  service  needs  could  be  expanded/modified 
to  better  serve  this  population.
